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Los Angeles’ Exposition 
(San Bernardino Sun) 


As the sesquicentennial at Philadelphia 
closes its doors on a dismal failure, Los An- 
geles prepares for another sesquicentennial— 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the city. It will be in 1931. 

Five years is none too short a time to plan 
for the Los Angeles exposition, for it shall be 
no such disappointment as marked the Phila- 
delphia event. 

The men who know well the romantic past 
of Los Angeles and California are planning for 
the great festival of 1931. John Steven Me- 
Groarty, author of the Mission Play, is one of 
those who will have much to do with the plan- 
ning of the scope of this new sesquicenten- 
nial. 

We can see him marshalling the characters 
in the great pageants that shall enaet the 
seenes of 150 years and more ago. First, of 
will be his beloved Father Junipera

Serra on his march to found the great mis- 
sions. There will be Gaspar de Portola and 


certainly Juan Bautista de Anza. The latter 
belongs more definitely in the history of San 
Francisco; but it was to San Gabriel that Anza 
first went on his great overland march of more 
than 150 years ago. 

Los Angeles was founded as a pueblo by 
Governor Neve in 1781. A pueblo was a civ- 
jlian town, distinguished from the presidio and 
mission, and of course was of far less import- 
ance during those days as Spain struggled to 
get a foothold in Alta California. 

Perhaps Los Angeles’ pageant of 1931 will 
tell the later history of California which came 
after 1781. It is a wonderful story that can be 
told, the story of Jedediah Strong Smith, who 
just a century ago was making the first over- 
the 
sear flag revolt, the 


land entry into California from the east; 
story of Fremont, the 
Mexican War, statehood, the discovery of gold. 
It is a story that never grows old in the tell- 
ing and one that thrills men and women of 
the world as well as those of California. 

Los Angeles is not likely to make the mis- 
takes that led Philadelphia into its difficulties. 
Philadelphia permitted the location of the ex- 
position to be dictated by real estate interests, 
which wanted a swamp drained and filled. Los 
Angeles would select only tts choicest location 
for an exposition. Philadelphia allowed the 
exposition to open when it was only partly 
completed, and failed miserably in the organ- 
ization of proper advertising. Los Angeles 
pioneered the way in community advertising. 

All of California will be interested in Los 
Angeles’ plan for a great exposition, and will 
cooperate. It may not assume the importances 
of a world’s fair, but it could easily be made 
one of the most picturesque expositions in 
many years. 

Five years may deaden memories, but per- 
haps it would be well for Los Angeles ‘to at 
once select a name for its exposition—not Ses- 
quicentennial.

We're All Silk Stockings 


(Emporia Gazette) 


Sinée women have had knees, silk stock- 
ings have pushed cotton and lisle clear off the 
sidewalk. Short skirts simply cannot expose 
cotton. What good is a knee when it does not 
twinkle? Manufacturers of silk hose have be- 
come so fat and so wealthy, they are now in 
a position to buy up a whole island, like Wrig- 
ley, the chewing gum man. 

Time was when one of the biggest dry 
goods stores in Emporia kept only a dozen 
boxes of silk hose in stock. Shelves were piled 
with cotton and the saleswoman thought she 
was in heaven when she sold a pair of silk. 
The fruit of the worm was so rare in Emporia 
20 years ago, that students in any college who 
paid $1.50 instead of $1.25 for their boarding 
club, were distinguished from the mob by the 
envious term, ‘‘silk-stocking crowd.”’ 

In those days, fashion outdid herself in 
making sheer cotton stockings. One Emporia 
elerk recalls cotton ‘‘as thin as chiffon,’ which 
sold. for 59 and 60 cents a pair.

The engine of the oil-electric 
locomotive, of the _ internal 
combustion type, using heavy 
grade oil as its fuel, is started 
by the turn of a lever in the 
locomotive cab. This simple 
process releases air compressed 
at about 200 pounds pressure, 
from the starting reservoirs. 
The on-rushing air sprays fuel 
gases into the combustion 
chambers of the engine’s six 
cylinders. Instant combustion

of flying time without a major 
accident, according to report of 
District Forester S. B. Show, 
chief of the California district, 
with headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco. 
Eight planes loaned the for- 
est service by the air service 
of the U. S. army were station- 
ed at Glendale and Sacramento, 
California; Eugene, Oregon, 
and Seattle and Spokane, 
Washington, for patrol service 
over federal, state and private 
forest lands within these and 
adjacent states. Several hun- 
dred fires were discovered by 
the airplane observers, but onl 
25 of these were first sehr, 
or fires reported to the control 
agencies ahead of regular re- 
ports received from  lookouts 
and other detection sources. 


Over Fires 
Airplanes are no longé## used 


‘ 


{by the forest service for daily 


patrol over forest areas, their 
activities being limited to re- 
connaissance flights over burn- 
ing fires, and patrol flights af- 
ter heavy lightning storms and 
in foggy or smoky weather. 
They are also oceasionally used 
for the emergency transporta- 
tion of tools, blankets and other 
equipment from supply bases 
to the scene of fires. Airplanes 
were used 148 times this year| 
for the scouting of fires. 

_The pilots were recruited 
from the air officers reserve 
corps, and the mechanies large- 
ly from ex-enlisted men of the 
air service. All were regularly 
appointed civilian forest service 
officers. Lieut. Lloyd Barnett 
of the Air Service, Ninth Corps 
Area, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, acted as technical advis- 
er between the army and the 
forest service. 

Doubtful For 1927 

‘It is rather doubtful if we 
shall have airplane patrol in 
1927,’’ said District Forester 
Show, ‘‘as the war department 
has already informed the secre- 
tary of agriculture that be- 
eause of the scarcity of planes, 
the army will no longer be able 
to furnish us with ships for pa- 
trol work on the Pacific Coast. ; 
This year forest air patrol cost 
us $43,000 ‘to operate, aside 
from any air service expendi- 
tures, and if congress should 
appropriate the necessary funds 
for next season it may be poss- 
ible to make arrangements with 
commercial companies for the 
planes for emergency use. Air-

Total blindness faces one 
man, and almost complete loss 
of sight another, as the result 
of an accident at Ludlow Dec. 
4, when a charge of dynamite 
exploded in the faces of George 
W. Walden, state highway. com- 
mission foreman, and Leon L. 
Beachler, employe of the J. L. 
Ennis contracting firm of Los 
Angeles. 

Such was the statement of 
Dr. E. P. Miller of Riverside, 
who said Beachler never will 
see again, and that Walden, 
with one eye completely gone, 
will have only the most scanty 
vision from the other. 

Until Thursday, Dr. Miller 
said, it was considered doubt- 
ful whether Beachler would 
live, as several small pebbles, 
hurled by the blast, penetrated 
his head and almost entered his 
brain. A. delicate operation 
was performed Thursday, and 


the pebbles removed, Dr. Mill 





er stated, and it is now almost 
certain that his life will be 
saved. 

Walden’s injuries, however, 
were confined to his eyes, and 
he is rapidly recovering, ae- 
cording to Dr. Miller. 

Beachler’s condition still is 
grave, Dr, Miller said. He was 
seared about the head, neck, 
arms and chest, and will be 
badly disfigured if he recovers.
